Rickie Lambert stepped up to 
whip in an inswinging right¬ 
footed effort that both skipped 
off the wet turf and took a slight 
deflection off a Sunderland 
defender as it flashed just past 
the far post. 

Davis was in action again on 
14 minutes as a short corner 
found Seb Larsson cutting in 
onto his right foot but his low 
drive was a fairly comfortable 
stop for the experienced keep¬ 
er. 

Mayuka was the next to have 
a go as he created himself a 
yard on the edge of the area but 
his right-footed shot was weak 


and easy for Simon Mignolet to 
gather. 

Up the other end there was 
another simple save for Davis, 
this time from James 
McClean’s 25-yard effort. 

Mignolet was certainly 
extended further on 20 minutes 
as Gaston Ramirez hit a shot 
that moved and dipped and 
caused the Sunderland keeper 
to have to drop down to his 
right to stop it. 

As the half wore on it was still 
Saints who looked more com¬ 
fortable in possession, while 
Sunderland struggled to keep it 
for any period of time. 

Saints just needed to create a 
clear cut chance to make their 
dominance pay. 

There were a few momentary 
worries for Sunderland but on 
the whole they were just about 
managing to contain Saints.

NIGEL Adkins made two changes 
to the team that defeated 
Reading for the visit of 
Sunderland to St Mary’s. 

One was enforced with Adam 
Lallana missing out due to a knee 
ligament injury that is set to side-

line him for a number of matches. 

Gaston Ramirez was back in 
the side on the left of midfield 
with Jason Puncheon on the 
right. 


The other change was in attack 
where Emmanuel Mayuka was 
given his first Premier League 
start since a £3.5m summer 
move to Saints. 

Jay Rodriguez dropped to the 
bench. 


However, there was always 
danger as they looked unlikely 
to get a goal themselves. 

That was until three minutes 
before half-time when 
Sunderland took the lead. 

Adam Johnson was fed in 
down the left, got to the by-line 
and picked out Sessegnon with 
a cut back. 

Sessegnon made a total mess 
of his finish but that meant he 

scuffed it further across the 
box to Steven Fletcher who 
got ahead of his man to 
sweep home first time with 
his left foot from ten yards 
out. 

Almost immediately 
Saints had a decent 
shout for a penalty 
turned down by 
Howard Webb as 
Mayuka went down 
in the box. 

Larsson became 
the first man in 
the book for dis¬ 
sent just before 
the half-time whistle went with 
Saints trailing despite having 
bossed most of the first period. 

Lambert tried his luck from 
distance early on in the second 
half but it went over the bar. 

Craig Gardner was allowed to 
push forward from deep and

NIGEL Adkins was left to 
lament an “uncharacteristi¬ 
cally flat” performance from 
his Saints team as they fell to 
a deflating defeat at home to 
Sunderland. 

Steven Fletcher’s strike just 
before half-time separated the 
sides at St Mary’s, with the 
hosts unable to break the 
Black Cats’ dogged resistance 
after the interval. 

The loss to their fellow 
strugglers leaves Saints 17th 
going into Christmas, out of 
the relegation zone by virtue 
of goal difference. 

Adkins admitted the perfor¬ 
mance was not what he has 
come to expect from his play¬ 
ers. 

“It just didn’t happen for us 


today,” he said. “To me, it just 
seemed to be uncharacteristi¬ 
cally flat, for whatever reason. 
Obviously, I’ll digest that. 

“The goal we’ve conceded 
just before half-time, from 
our point of view there’s 
obviously two or three people 
who could have done better 
in stopping the goal. 

“That’s obviously given 
Sunderland something to 
hang onto in the second half 
and give them credit because 
they’ve defended well. 

“We changed things round 
to try and give ourselves an 
opportunity to increase the 
tempo and find a way for¬ 
wards to create openings and 
unfortunately we’ve not gone 
and scored any goals.”

Saints were somewhat strug¬ 
gling to impose themselves 
early in the second half as they 
had in the first. 

Nigel Adkins reacted by mak¬ 
ing a first change on 55 minutes 
with Steve De Ridder coming on 
for Mayuka with a rare appear¬ 
ance. 

It was used as a way of chang¬ 
ing the shape back to the 4-2-3-1 
that Saints have often used over 
the course of the season. 


Ramirez went in behind 
Lambert, who was the lone 
striker, with De Ridder on the 
left and Puncheon on the right. 

Saints made another change 
on the hour mark with Steven 
Davis coming on for Morgan 
Schneiderlin in the centre of 
the midfield. 

Jose Fonte had a great chance 
on 62 minutes which he could¬ 
n’t capitalise on when De 
Ridder whipped in an inswing¬ 
ing right-footed corner. 

The centre half was 
unmarked from eight yards out

Sunderland made a first 
change on 70 minutes as Phil 
Bardsley replaced Larsson. 

Puncheon had a run towards 
goal moments later but John 
O’Shea got a foot in before the 
winger could fire in. 

Johnson picked up an injury 
after a challenge with De 
Ridder and had to be replaced 
by Frazier Campbell on 75 min¬ 
utes. 

Davis had a real scare a 
minute later as Gardner fired 
in a hopeful long range free 
kick that slipped through the 
keeper’s fingers and happily 
stuck between his legs rather 
than squirming through into 
the net. 

Bardsley was in the book not 
long after coming on for bring¬

The Black Cats made a change 
with one minute remaining 
with David Vaughan replacing 
Sessegnon as Sunderland 
looked to hold on.

Ramirez and Lambert both 
saw shots blocked while Do 
Prado’s effort was miscued and 
deflected wide.

THERE is a delicate 
balance to strike when 
it comes to informing 
supporters of what is 
going on and giving 
away trade secrets. 

Recently, Saints have 
been completely silent 
on the injury to Adam 
Lallana - and under¬ 
standably many Saints 
fans are desperate to 
know what is going on. 

The exact reason for 
the club’s reticence to 
spill the beans - to any 
degree - is not clear 
but you can understand 
to a point why they may 
not want to alert 
upcoming opponents 
as to whether or not 
they have to adapt for 
what Lallana brings. 

In this week’s pre¬ 
match press confer¬ 
ence, Adkins would 
only go as far as to say 
Lallana was suffering a 
knee injury - that much 
everyone already knew 
after watching the mid¬ 
fielder undergo treat¬ 
ment pitchside. 

As with any organisa¬ 
tion, there is a certain 
amount of secrecy 
required to get things 
done without competi¬ 
tors getting one over 
you and Nigel Adkins 
does have a habit of 
not answering even the 
most mundane of ques¬ 
tions. 

For example, the only 
time I’ve seen him be 
anything remotely close 
to candid was following 
the 6-1 drubbing 
against Arsenal. In was 
nice to actually hear a 
worthwhile view on the 


team’s performance 
rather than one liners 
about buses, “this foot¬ 
ball club” and “the 
Barclays Premier 
League”. 

I’m writing this as a 
supporter - not a jour¬ 
nalist. I want to hear the 
manager’s thoughts 
and opinions. We all 
do. 

Perhaps if the club 
was a bit more forth¬ 
coming with information 
about the little things 
(for example, I was well 
aware how much it 
would cost me to pur¬ 
chase a corporate hos¬ 
pitality seat for the 
Sunderland match, but 
nowhere could I find 
the price for a ticket to 
the Stoke match) there 
would be less inclina¬ 
tion for some to auto¬ 
matically assume a 
cover-up when some¬ 
one like Lallana gets 
injured, just because 
the club wants to play 
its cards close to the 
chest - or perhaps the 
player doesn’t want 
their medical informa¬ 
tion thrown about all 
over the place. 

It would just be nice 
for the club to think that 
some information other 
than corporate hospital¬ 
ity prices might be use¬ 
ful to fans - and not 
necessarily harmful to 
the club. 

Fans respect the need 
for some things to 
remain confidential - but 
we want to feel like we 
are actually part of a 
club rather than cus¬ 
tomers of a business. 


Benitez: Torres form shows 
my methods are working 


RAFAEL Benitez has claimed 
Fernando Torres’s long-awaited 
return to form is proof that his 
Chelsea revolution is working. 

Almost two years since Torres’ 
record-breaking move from Liverpool 
and he is finally starting to score the 
number of goals to justify his £50m 
price tag. 

Six in five games is by far the most 
sustained run of the 28-year-old’s 
Stamford Bridge career and it has co¬ 
incided almost exactly with his 
reunion with former Anfield boss 
Benitez. 

Chelsea’s interim manager - who 
takes his team to St Mary’s on January 
5 - immediately identified that Torres 
had lost some of the physical condi¬ 
tioning that had made him one of the 
most feared forwards in the world, as 
well as an obvious lack of confidence 
from failing to find the back of the net. 

“Two or three things that we are 
doing for some players are really 
good,” Benitez said, claiming the 
sharpness in the majority of his play¬ 
ers was now “much better”. 

“Fernando is one of the examples.” 

He added: “He’s scoring goals and the 
team is winning and playing well, so 
he’s really happy, not just because he’s 
scoring goals but also because the 
team’s doing well.” 

Despite the clear impact Benitez has 
made on Torres, he played down the 
extent of his own influence on his fel¬ 
low Spaniard. 

“I think that the team has an influ¬ 
ence on him because the team is doing 
well, so the team is playing better, cre¬ 
ating more chances,” he said. 

“So Fernando is taking more 
chances.” 

Benitez refused to speculate on exact¬ 
ly how much his training methods had 
improved Torres and others during his 
month in charge ahead of Sunday’s 
Barclays Premier League clash with 
Aston Villa. 

“You can more or less think but imag¬ 
ine I will say to you that they are 90 per 
cent fit and we lose on Sunday, you will 
say, ‘What is going on?’” he said. 

“What if I say 20 per cent and we beat 
Aston Villa 5-0? 


“Football is so special that you can¬ 
not guarantee 70, 50 or 60. 

“What I can say is we have time to 
bring players in the team and then 
change players, so we can manage the 
tiredness a little bit better.” 

Indeed, Benitez has rotated his squad 
far more than predecessor Roberto Di 
Matteo and he revealed fatigue had 
been a real concern in the wake of 
Chelsea’s gruelling Club World Cup 
trip to Japan. 

So much so in fact that it threatened 
to derail Benitez’s plans for 
Wednesday’s Capital One Cup quarter¬ 
final win at Leeds. 

“Some players, they were quite 
tired,” he said. 

“The day before, we were training 
and I was talking with the fitness 
coach. 

“We had three or four that could be a 
problem. 

“We decided to change some players 
but I didn’t want to change too many.” 

With no end in sight to their punish¬ 
ing fixture schedule, tiredness is likely 
to become more of a problem as the 
season progresses. 

That makes reinforcing what is an 
alarmingly thin squad imperative dur¬ 
ing the January transfer window. 

Reports today suggest Benitez faces a 
battle to convince Chelsea’s board to 
spend big rather than recalling some of 
the youngsters the club currently has 
out on loan. 

Inaction is simply not an option, with 
Daniel Sturridge said to be on the 
brink of being sold, Oriol Romeu out 
for the season and John Obi Mikel and 
Victor Moses set to be missing for up to 
a month on African Nations Cup duty. 

Chelsea’s failure to reach the 
Champions League knockout stage has 
also left them with two extra potential 
fixtures in the shape of a Europa 
League last-32 clash with Sparta 
Prague. 

One player not complaining about a 
trip to the Czech Republic was goal¬ 
keeper Petr Cech, who will return to 
the club where he made his name. 

“It is fantastic for me to be able, after 
12 years, to finally play a Czech team in 
a European competition,” Cech said.

Everton moved back into the top four 
as they came from behind to beat West 
Ham at Upton Park. 

Carlton Cole fired the Hammers into 
the lead, just moments after the Toffees 
had seen a Leon Osman effort ruled out 


after Victor Anichebe was adjudged to 
have fouled Jussi Jaaskelainen. 

Anichebe levelled after the break 
before Cole was sent off for a high chal¬ 
lenge on Leighton Baines. 

Everton capitalised as Steven Pienaar 
grabbed the winner and the visitors held 
out after Darron Gibson was dismissed 
late on. 

Norwich saw their 10-game unbeaten 
run come to an end as they were beaten 
2-1 by West Brom. 

Robert Snodgrass' free-kick gave the 
Canaries the lead, but goals from Zoltan 
Gera and Romelu Lukaku ensured it was 
the Baggies who took the three points at 
The Hawthorns. 

Substitute Shola Ameobi gave 
Newcastle a valuable win over QPR. The 
striker got the only goal of the game after 
being teed up by Sylvain Marveaux. 


It’s Gunner be a bright 
future - Chamberlain

ARSENAL forward Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain believes the 
future is bright for the Gunners 
after their 1-0 win over Wigan 
at a rain-lashed DW Stadium in 
the Barclays Premier League. 

Mikel Arteta scored the only goal 
from the penalty spot in the second 
half and former Saints player 
Oxlade-Chamberlain, one of five 
players to sign new deals at Arsenal 
this week, believes manager Arsene 
Wenger has got the mix right. 

“The players that we’ve got here 
now, there’s some really exciting 
young players,” Oxlade- 
Chamberlain said after being named 
man of the match. 

“I think it’s a good mix of youth and 
experience. The future does look 
bright for us.” 

Oxlade-Chamberlain praised 
Wigan for their attacking approach 
despite being in the bottom three. 

He said: “They set up with a lot of 
men in midfield. In the first half it 
was hard to get to grips with their 
midfield at times.” 

Arteta thought there were encour¬ 
aging signs for Wigan despite the 
loss which kept them in the botton 
three below Saints. 

“I think they have been unlucky 
with the result because the way they 
play is quite ‘offensive’,” he said. 

The Spaniard was also happy to be 
able to celebrate three wins in a row 
for Arsenal for the first time this sea¬ 
son. 

“It’s a big win for us, that’s three in 
a row now,” said the former Everton 
man. “I am really happy with the 
points. It’s been a tough game, the 
conditions were really difficult.” 

Wenger felt it was important to 
secure a third successive victory. 


“It was very important because we 
beat West Brom at home and now we 
have two away wins (against 
Reading and Wigan),” he said. 

“It was a difficult game because 
they stopped us from playing. I 
believe they are in the wrong posi¬ 
tion in the table.” 

Wigan manager Roberto Martinez 
believes referee Jon Moss was wrong 


not to award his side a late penalty 
after the ball struck Kieran Gibbs on 
the arm. 

“The (Arsenal) penalty was very 
very soft, if anything, I think. Theo 
Walcott is very clever there,” said 
Martinez. 

“And then at the other end if you 
want to give a penalty where the 
hands are not in the natural position. 


I’m really disappointed because the 
players don’t deserve the feeling that 
they’ve got now. 

“We are in the middle of a period 
where calls are not going our way 
and we’ve got a few players missing. 

“I thought we played really really 
well. We played with a great mental¬ 
ity. The players displayed a big team 
mentality and I couldn't be prouder.”

THERE was the briefest of periods 
during Sunday’s BBC Sports 
Personality of the Year award pro¬ 
gramme when Bradley Wiggins’ 
position as odds-on favourite was 
subjected to a potential threat. 

Midway through the programme, a 
montage of still photographs depict¬ 
ing a grimacing, yellow jersey-wear¬ 
ing Lance Armstrong may have cre¬ 
ated the impression in some view¬ 
ers’ minds that cycling remained 
ravaged with drug abusers and, by 
extension, affected Wiggins’ status 
amongst the British public. 

Thankfully it didn’t and we should 
be grateful that following the incred¬ 
ible investigative work of David 
Walsh, cycling is now almost cer¬ 
tainly as free from performance¬ 
enhancing drugs as most other pro¬ 
fessional sports. 

Walsh’s lengthy pursuit of the 
truth regarding Armstrong was not 
without scares. He was threatened, 
sued and ostracised from many 
within cycling’s most prestigious 
‘inner circles’, but he kept going, 
gradually turning from a “fan with a 
typewriter” to a journalist urging his 
peers to get off their knees and 
“approach 
[cycling’s] stars 
with a level 
gaze and hon¬ 
est questions”. 

Walsh clearly 
had doubts 
from the point 
at which he 
reported on 
Armstrong’s 
first Tour de 
France victory 
in 1999. “There 
are times,” he 
wrote, “when it is right to celebrate, 
but there are other occasions when 
it is equally important to keep your 
hands by your sides.” 

Armstrong and his aides were furi¬ 
ous, not least because Walsh was 
one of a small coterie of reporters 
over whom they had no control. 

Walsh, meanwhile, took the result¬ 
ing abuse, vicious rumours and 
even the tragic loss of his 12 year- 
old son, John, in his stride and 
maintained what he calls his 
“unavoidable duty” to expose 
Armstrong. 

On October 22, he was vindicated 
when the International Cycling 
Union (UCI) accepted the findings of 
a US Ant-Doping Agency report, 
banned Armstrong for life and 
stripped him of his seven Tour de 
France titles. 

This is one of the most powerful 
sports books ever written, yet 
despite its length (over 420 pages), 
Walsh, an accomplished journalist, 
retains the reader’s attention 
throughout. A ‘must-read’ for any¬ 
one with an interest in modern 
sport.

The contract deadlock that currently separates 
Walcott from an extended stay at the Emirates 
Stadium is not insurmountable.

and, although Walcott will remain at Arsenal 
until the end of the season, interest is mounting 
from the likes of Liverpool, Manchester United, 
Chelsea and Manchester City - clubs who 
wouldn’t hesitate to offer a package well in 
excess of Arsenal’s. 

But dare the Gunners allow another young 
player to move on, after Fabregas, Nasri and 
Robin van Persie in recent years? They just 
can’t afford to lose players who have so much 
more to come in their footballing careers. 

Concern has also been voiced by Arsenal’s sec¬ 
ond largest shareholder, Uzbek billionaire 
Alisher Usmanov, who claimed Wenger doesn’t 
get enough backing from the board. 

Despite his shareholding, Usmanov’s Red and 
White Holdings group surprisingly do not have 
a representative on the board at Arsenal. 

Usmanov made it very clear he would like to 
buy more shares and ultimately take control of 
the club. Standing in his way, however, is 
American Stan Kroenke, the majority share¬ 
holder. 

What is clear is that money is needed to fresh¬ 
en the squad. The good news is that improved 
financial results in 2012 were boosted by a £150m 
sponsorship deal with Emirates Airline. 
Wenger has been restricted by the 
move from Highbury to the Emirates 
Stadium in 2006, but, with money now 
^ flowing into the coffers, surely invest¬ 
ment will be forthcoming in the January 

^ sales. 

If, as the Arsenal manager, pictured, has 
indicated, he wants to build around a core 
of British players - something badly 
missed in recent teams - then he will 
still need the influence of some 
experienced players. 

So what better time, if possi¬ 
ble, to bring in a couple of big- 
name players to supplement 
\ the current crop of young¬ 
sters? Needless to say, 
Wenger’s best and biggest 
signing would be that of 
Walcott. If that was to hap¬ 
pen then it would indeed be a 
happy new year.

Local football scene is in 
mourning for legend Ron 




RON Sevier, one of the inspi¬ 
rations behind the all-con¬ 
quering Sholing Sports FC 
side of the 1970s, has died. 

He passed away peacefully at 
Linden House Care Home on 
Tuesday, December 11, aged 76. 

Along with Eric Lisle, Sevier led 
Sholing Sports to Hampshire 1, 
Hampshire Senior Cup and Russell 
Cotes Cup glory over 30 years ago. 

One of his former players Ray 
Collins, who helped organise two 
Sholing reunions for Sevier and 
Lisle in 2009 and 2010, said: “He was 
a real gentleman but, more than 
that, he made us young Sholing 
Sports players into what we are 
today. 

“He was a very special man and 
especially a top football manager - 
the best I have ever known.” 

Sevier joined Sholing as assistant 
to Joe Harley in 1970/71 and guided 
the reserves to Southampton Senior 
Division 1 runners-up spot, secur¬ 
ing them election to the Hampshire 
League. 

The following season he took over 
the first-team reins, steering the 
side to second place in Hampshire 2. 

With Lisle working similar mira¬ 
cles with the reserve team following 
his arrival from Mullards, the club 
soon boasted teams in the top two 
county divisions. 

And by the time Sevier and Lisle 
left Birch Lawn in April, 1976, the 
club had been transformed from a 
small dot on the county map to a 
side that every non-League club in 


the county was desperate to beat. 

In a surprise turn of events, Sevier 
was to return to football as a player 
with Follands just over a year later 
- at the age of 41. 

He had hung up his boots ten 
years earlier, but he did it to high¬ 
light what he regarded as a severe 
decline in the quality of football in 
the county. 


Sevier was not afraid to express 
his views on the state of the game in 
The Echo. 

On the subject of player loyalty he 
once said: “Managers are afraid to 
say ‘boo’ to a goose when it comes to 
dealing with players. Leave a man 
out of a side for one week and he 
wants to be off to another club.” 

And with regard to playing both 


Saturday and Sunday football, he 
said: “It makes my heart bleed to 
see how local football has declined - 
and the reason is simply that lads 
are playing too much football these 
days 

“I am a man of principles. I dearly 
want to put back into football what 
I took out of it as a player, but there 
is no way I will sacrifice time with 
my own family to try and help play¬ 
ers whose heart is only partly in the 
cause.” 

Sadly the curtain came down on 
Sholing in 1993, when receivers 
wound up Sholing Sports & Social 
Club and sent contractors in to 
plough up the Birch Lawn pitch. 

But the Sevier and Lisle era lives 
on in the memories of those who 
were privileged to have been part of 
that sparkling 70s success story. 

Collins recalled: “I remember a lit¬ 
tle story some years ago when me 
and Andy Leader were managing 
Lymington Town and we played 
Vosper Thorny croft (now Sholing 
FC) away. 

“We lost and Andy Leader was 
sacked after the game and I felt 
obliged to go as well. In the bar 
afterwards I spoke to (Vospers boss) 
Dave Diaper and he told me about 
his plans for the club. He wanted to 
play like the Sholing Sports side of 
the 1970s when we regularly got 
1,000 fans watching us at Birch 
Lawn. 

“He said how much he admired 
Ron Sevier and all his players and 
he wanted to get the fans to come 
along and support his side and they 
would become the top side around 
just like Sholing were in the 1970s. 

“It really hit home just how good 
Ron Sevier was as a manager and 
just how good Sholing Sports were.” 


Oldring back to bolster Stags’ defence

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CHRISTCHURCH’S most successful ever 
manager Graham Kemp this week 
dropped the bombshell news that he is 
leaving the Sydenhams Premier club 
after nearly six years at the helm. 

But though he is in dire need of a break, he 
would love to return to football - hopefully at 
a higher level - next term, writes WENDY 
GEE. 

While Kemp, pictured, has thoroughly 
enjoyed his time at Christchurch, he feels he 
has taken them as far as he can and wants the 
challenge of managing higher, preferably 
with a playing budget. 

“If I go somewhere else it would only be 
with a club that can progress,” he said. 

“If someone were to say here’s a budget, 
now go and win the league, I would consider 
it. 

“But if a club’s fourth to bottom and wants 
me to get them out of the mire, I wouldn’t. 

“I want to move on as a manager.” 

Kemp is likely to remain with Priory into 
the new year, having agreed to stay on until a 
suitable replacement is found. 

After that he plans to recharge his batteries 
before getting out and about to watch games 
further afield. 

“As a manager you tend to get wrapped up 
in your own circle of players and what I’d like 
to do is get out and have a look at some dif¬ 
ferent leagues,” he said. 

“I’ve had 20 years non-stop in the Wessex 
League, playing and managing, and I couldn’t 
have asked for two better clubs to be with - 
Lymington & New Milton as a player and 
Christchurch as a manager. 

“But I’ve never had a period of time to relax 
and I feel shattered. 

“I’m doing a bit of a Pep Guardiola and tak¬ 
ing a sabbatical. I live and breathe football 
and I need a break.”

With this year’s title race wide open, 
Christchurch have as good a chance as any of 
lifting their first Wessex crown. 

And Kemp says he wouldn’t mind at all if 
the new manager stepped straight in and 
stole his thunder. 

“It’s early days yet to be talking about the 
title, but I’d love it if someone came in and 
won the league,” he said. 

“There’s no ulterior motive to my leaving. 
“I’ve had an amazing time at Christchurch. 
The committee have been brilliant and so 
have the players for the sacrifices they have 
made for no money. 

“I’m just tired and not enjoying it as much 
as I was. 

“The club would never sack me, so it’s pure¬ 
ly my decision. 

“It’s very rare in football that you get to 
walk away with no hard feelings, shake 
hands and say thank you very much. 

“Christchurch will move on and we’ll see 
what the future holds for me.” 

Kemp broke the news to his players follow¬ 
ing Tuesday’s trip to top-of-the-table 
Downton. 

It wasn’t the best of night’s for Dorset visi¬ 
tors who lost 3-1 and had defender Dan 
Taylor carried off injured. 


Bring youngsters through then watch them get cherry-picked! 


GRAHAM Kemp says his successor at 
Christchurch will have to specialise in 
bringing talented, young players through 
- and then steel himself to lose them. 

That has been par for the course for 
the 47-year-old who this week 
announced that he was leaving the 
Sydenhams Premier Division club after 
five-and-a-half successful seasons in 
charge. 

Kemp has worked miracles to estab¬ 
lish Priory as a regular top-five Wessex 
force with no playing budget, instead 
relying on the club’s excellent youth 
system to breathe new life into his 
squad. 

There have been many success stories 
along the way with home-grown duo 
Ben Dickenson and Michael Green get¬ 
ting professional breaks with Brighton & 
Hove Albion and Port Vale respectively, 
and the likes of Shaun Brian and Adam 
Costello now plying their trade in the 


Southern League. 

Winger Harry Cornick - a recent trialist 
with AFC Bournemouth - could well be 
the next bright spark moving on and it 
will be the new manager’s task to keep 
Priory’s youth conveyor belt rolling while 
keeping pace with paying clubs at the 
top of the table. 

“Christchurch won’t go down the pay¬ 
ment route, but the youth policy is really 
good from under-12s and 13s upwards,” 
said Kemp. 

“Once all the local clubs get to under- 
16s they want to join our under-18 side 
- a. because it’s well run and b. because 
they know the first team will give them a 
chance.” 

The down side for Kemp has always 
been that, whenever an outstanding 
youngster bursts onto the Christchurch 
scene, bigger clubs start circling. 

“If you look at the players we could 
have had, we’d have been serious con¬ 


tenders to win the league,” he said. 

“But we get players cherry-picked and 
can’t replace them. 

“(Wessex title rivals) Bemerton have 
just got Joe Sanger back, but unfortu¬ 
nately we’re not able to strengthen in 
the way other clubs can and we tend to 
fall away a bit because of that. 

“We’re not a paying club and I can 
understand the lads wanting to move on 
and earn a bit of money into the bargain. 

“So whoever replaces me has to be 
happy to bring youth through and coach 
them and then be prepared to lose them. 

“It’s been frustrating for me and I 
know it is frustrating for the club. But 
unless you are prepared to go down the 
route of paying players and putting them 
on contracts, it is always going to be 
very difficult to keep them.” 

Despite those frustrations, Kemp has 
loved his time at Hurn Bridge and is 
rightly proud of his achievements. 


“Turning Christchurch into a top-five 
club regularly with (assistants) John 
Macey and Jim Totczyk is a highlight,” 
he said. 

“We finished third in the league last 
season, won the Wessex League Cup 
and lost the Russell Cotes Cup final, 
which proved we’re a consistently good 
side. It was the culmination of five 
years’ hard work. 

“Seeing Greener, Ben Dickenson and, 
now, Harry Cornick progress has been 
great and there are six or seven ex- 
Christchurch players in the Southern 
League or above. 

“The club is run properly, it has true 
amateur status and has continued to 
compete with and upstage some big- 
spenders at this level. 

“The policy is to promote young play¬ 
ers and it is bearing fruit. But, like any 
other ambitious person, I would still like 
to be managing those players.”

“He was probably a bit flat 
earlier in the season, but is 
doing very well at the moment. 

When he plays like he did against 
Abingdon, you can’t fail to be 
impressed.” 

Preston, 21, took his season’s tally to 
nine goals after Dorchester loan 
striker Warren Byerley had opened 
the scoring for the Dolphins. The last 
word went to former Basingstoke, 
Newport IoW and Gosport midfielder 
Glenn Howes with his first goal of the 
campaign. 

“We were exceptional in the first 
half, really powerful,” said Killick.

CHRISTMAS is always a time for 
much cheer and much reflection. 

It presents a great opportunity to look 
back on what has been and look forward 
to what’s to come. 

We have just experienced a very 
important 12 months in the life of 
Southampton Football Club. They are 
facing an even more important 2013. 

Back-to-back promotions to reach the 
Premier League was a remarkable 
achievement. Staying there is pretty 
hard too. 

Adam Rant maintains that it’s harder 
to get out of the Championship than it is 
to stay in the Premier League, but 
accepts that the latter is hardly a walk 
in the park for a newly promoted side. 

It certainly hasn’t proved to be easy 
for Saints over the past few months. 

A tough start to the season was exact¬ 
ly that, but in recent times they have 
managed to rally and give themselves 
hope. 

They are still not getting any bonus 
points from teams you would expect 
them to lose to, but they are at least 
starting to win the games you feel they 
simply have to in order to stay up. 

The second half of the season is going 
to be as, if not more, challenging for 
Nigel Adkins and his men. 

They have had the easier half of their 
fixture list, the tougher part is yet to 
come. 

The difficulty in winning away from 
home in the Premier League is there for 
all to see, not just for Saints but the vast 
majority of top flight clubs. 

Saints have to play nearly all the 
teams around them away. The matches 
against them at home have pretty much 
been and gone. 

The teams that will visit St Mary’s will 
be those who are generally in the top 
half of the table. 


So it’s pretty obvious that things will 
not be easy. 

Saints have beaten QPR away from 
home and will need a couple of other 
similar results against teams around 
them to make up for the fact the odd 
home loss when you are taking on the 
likes of Manchester City, Chelsea and co 
at St Mary’s is inevitable. 

However, there is good news for Saints 
fans. 

We must not forget that at the start of 
the season some tough fixtures were 
combined with the fact that the side was 
a bit of a shambles defensively. 

The club did not do the necessary busi¬ 
ness during the summer to have its 
house in order when the campaign 
kicked off and paid a price. 

Since things have settled down there 
has been a marked sign of improvement 
and, with new signings surely going to 
be added in the January window, espe¬ 
cially defensively, there is increased 
reason for optimism. 

Anybody expecting Saints to stretch 
away into midtable obscurity much 
before the end of the season probably is 
wishful thinking.

In Reading and QPR there are two 
teams who look doomed.

Assuming that doesn’t happen it 
leaves a clutch of teams involved but 
only one place to avoid. The odds will be 
stacked in Saints’ favour. 

It’s going to be a very interesting year 
ahead. 


PDC has raised the bar 

THE current World Darts Championship 
marks 20 years of the PDC and how far it 
has come in that time. 

Some people, including Adam Rant, may 
occasionally hark back with fond memo¬ 
ries to the days when a love of professional 
darts was pretty rare and the sport didn’t 
attract 15,000 strong crowds of football 
fans.

That is great news for darts. 

Look at snooker without Ronnie 
O’Sullivan. It’s not the same. 

Darts without Phil Taylor would be a less 
exciting place, but it could still thrive. 

Perhaps darts has a shelf life, maybe the 
fad will pass, but there is no doubting that 
right now this a golden era for the game. 



Tunnel Twenty20 vision 

IT SEEMS quite incredible that India 
appear more interested in Twenty20 
than Test cricket these days. 

The general reaction to their home 
series defeat to England was shock, as 
you would imagine. 

But their attention quickly turned to 
the T20s and that seems to take a high¬ 
er priority.
